Texas MX Championship delayed 
The Texas Motocross Championship 
series reported last week to be starting 
in March has been delayed until June. 
The reason for the delay is a scheduling 
conflict with the AMA Super-Cross 
series. AMA rules do not allow a rider to 
compete in a non-AMA event within 48 
hours after racing a sanctioned event. 
The first two rounds of the Texas series 
were scheduled to begin the day after 
the Houston and Dallas indoor races. 
The series stands with Mosier Valley 
(June 20), Lake Whitney (June 27), 
Cyclerama (July 4), Austin (July 11) 
and Rio Bravo (July 18). These are not 
AMA races, but an informal 
organization of promoters who have 
been the backbone on Texas motocross. 


Bloody February 
It seems that the crowd-pleasing 
“U.S. vs The World” international test 
match series is a casualty of 
bureaucratic infighting, as the AMA 
moves to put speedway on a national 
footing by requiring promoters to work 
through an American Speedway Control 
Board. The idea of an ASCB itself is not 
new. This is how it’s done in England, 
and the concept has come up before in 
talks between AMA and the Southern 
California SRA promoters. 
What is new is that AMA has 
withheld sanctions from the proposed 
1976 test match series, telling the 
promoters, in effect, that sanctions 
would be available only through the 
Board (which the AMA is now trying to 
structure into an Eastern and Western A 
Division, to reflect the wide regional 
differences in speedway development). 
This blocks participation of 
FIM-licensed European riders; putting a 
squelch on this year’s races. 1976 Yamaha

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WINTER-AMA ROUND 3 


Hannah wrestles

GAINESVILLE, FLA., FEBRUARY 15 
A hotshoe California boy and a 
tall, lanky veteran from Texas 
dueled it out in the hot Florida 
sunshine, locked in battle for 
almost two 30-minute motos. 
When the checkered flag finally 
sliced the air at the end of the last 
moto, rookie Bob Hannah flashed 
his Yamaha across the finish line a scant 
five feet ahead of Steve Stackable’s 
Suzuki. For Hannah, it was his third 
consecutive win in the Open class of the 
Florida Winter-AMA Series. Suzuki 
reaped revenge in the 250cc Professional 
class as Tony DiStefano came from 
behind in both motos to take the class 
win and his second victory of the Series. 

Gatorback Park near Gainesville 
provided riders with what they called 
“the roughest track so far" in the third 
race of the five race series. Constructed 
around an ‘old quarry, Gatorback gave 
the riders more than the usual dosage of 
Florida sand. 
250cc Professional 

Rookies were cleaning house in the 
Open class, and it began to look as if 
they were going to do the same in the 
250cc class as the first 30-minute 
feature moto got underway.Suzuki's 
Danny LaPorte from Yucca Valley, 
California, quickly jumped to the lead 
as Kent Howerton and Tony DiStefano 
jammed up into second place and began 
banging handlebars. 

Danny actually began putting more 
and more distance on Kent and Tony D. 
each lap as he pulled away with first 
position. It was his first race ever on a 
Suzuki RH 250 works bike and he was 
highly pumped over the opportunity to 
ride it. The bike had been slated for 
Billy Grossi, but Billy's broken leg has 
yet to heal enough to let "Sugar Bear" 
resume racing. Danny continued to pull 
away from everyone for eight laps, then 
coming off a pounding landing from a 
high speed jump it happened--just as it 
happened to Roger DeCoster at the 
Livermore Trans-AMA. 

The front fork assembly snapped off 
upon impact of landing, first having 
cracked at the upper magnesium triple 
clamp, then breaking completely away 
when he landed off the jump in fourth 
gear. The underside of the bike jammed 
into the ground and pitched Danny face 
first into a sand landing. Luckily, his 
JOFA mouth guard took most of the 
abuse and Danny was able to walk away 
from the crash with only minor face 
lacerations. 

Tony D. pulled away from Howerton 
to take over the lead with his teammate 
out of action. Kent was apparently 
getting tired by the 15-minute mark in 
the moto and began dropping back as 
Jimmy Ellis moved his Can-Am up to 
second place. Jimmy didn't stay in 
second for long, though, as his engine 
began to sour and the pipe began falling 
off. Can-Am teammates Mike Runyard 
and Buck Murphy battled over third 
place as Howerton moved back into 
second, and Kudalski took control of 
fifth. 

Tony D. easily chalked up the win 
ahead of Howerton, Runyard, Ellis, Don 
Kudalski in fifth, then Murphy in sixth 
after losing time with a thrown chain. 

Danny LaPorte was set to make a 
comeback for the second moto, but just 
before the start his Suzuki was found to 
have a broken clutch. Don Kudalski 
pulled the holeshot for the third time in 
as many weeks, but his fate soon ran 
true to form. 

First Howerton, then Ellis and Tony 
D. moved on by as Don dropped back 
with a flat rear tire. By the fifth lap 
Howerton was shot out of his short 
lived lead by Ellis and DiStefano. Rex 
Staten had his Harley-Davidson up to 
fourth position at one point before he 
threw his chain and lost a lap getting it 
back on the bike.

Jimmy Ellis had a secure five second 
lead on Tony D., but Tony wasn’t about 
to try and narrow it down too early in 
the race while Jimmy was running fresh. 
Tony had made that mistake during the 
second moto the previous week at 
Orlando, and had crashed twice while 
trying to reel Ellis in too early in the 
moto. This time, Tony just hung back 
and waited. 

By the 15-minute mark in the moto 
Jimmy began to tire. . .the track and the 
humid Florida heat were taking their 
toll. Tony put the throttle to its stop on 
the yellow works Suzuki and skittered 
past Jimmy with ten minutes still left to 
race. 

Kent Howerton held on to third 
position with his stock Husky to garner 
second overall for the day. Finishing the 
moto in fourth place was Mike 
Runyard, then Mickey Kessler on his 
J&R Yamaha, John Savitski on his Bevo 
Forte tuned works Maico, and Arlo 
Englund from Colorado Springs, 
Colorado, on a KX250 Kawasaki. 


500cc Professional 

"Bobby is really great," beamed Bill 
Buchka. 'He makes the bike do what 
it's supposed to do." 

Yamaha's ace factory tuner was justly 
proud. Having tuned for Pierre 
Karsmakers when he won the AMA 
500cc National Championship in 1973; 
again, but unofficially in 1974 because 
the AMA changed its rules regarding 
American citizenship; and last year for 
Jimmy Weinert; it was beginning to look 
like Bill had another potential National 
Champ on his hands. 

After a restart when half the field 
jumped the gate for the first moto, 
Hannah grabbed the lead over ‘Short 
Stack" and Yamaha teammate Rick 
Burgett. 





In pursuit were Tony Wynn, Gary 
Chaplin, Barry Higgins and Bob Harris. 
For the first half of the moto, things 
remained fairly steady up front as 
Hannah maintained a 100 yard lead on 
Stackable. 

Burgett began having one of those 
get-off days and fell twice, not hurting 
himself but losing time and dropping 
back in the pack. 

Eight laps from the finish, Stackable 
closed up on the rear fender of 
Hannah’s OW Yamaha, but Bobby just 
wasn’t about to let Stackie around. 
They finished with Stackable still 
hanging off the rear end of Hannah’s 
Yamaha. Burgett moved back up into 
third ahead of McCoy, Chaplin, Harris, 
Francis Summey and John Ayers. 

After the first moto, Stackable wasn’t 
about to give Hannah any more 
breathing room as the best race of the 
day got underway. Gary Chaplin pulled 
the holeshot for the final moto, but 
Rick Burgett had his Don Dudek 
prepared 400 Yamaha by Gary and into 
the lead before they came around for 
the first lap. Three laps later, Chaplin 
was out of the race with mechanicals. 

Stackable, back in fourth place, 
rocketed up past McCoy, Hannah and 
Burgett to gain control of the race. 
Hannah, not wanting to let Stackable 
get out of sight, slipped past teammate 
Burgett and into second. 

For ten minutes Hannah played 
centent-to-follow with the yellow 
Suzuki, but then, with still close to 
twenty minutes left in the thirty minute 
moto, Hannah made his move. 
Stackable was ready for him and the 
two began battling it out as never before 
seen. Hannah took control of the lead 
on the wide-open downhill jumps, and 
Stackable passed him back on the 





bumpy straights or wherever he could 
square-off a turn inside of Hannah’s 
125cc style wide lines. It was a fantastic 
race which had the spectators screaming 
and running from the snow fence on 
one side of the track to the other. It 
ended as Bob Hannah once again 
crossed the finish line a scant five feet 
ahead of Stackable. 

Rick Burgett finished third again for 
the moto to pick up third overall behind 
Hannah and Stackable. That’s also how 
they now stand in the overall series 
results. Joey Gratton did a fantastic job 
to place his Motocross South sponsored 
Maico up in fourth for the moto behind 
the National shoes, followed by Monte 
McCoy, then John “Action” Ayers on 
his Janett Schmiedlin tuned Track and 
Trail Maico. John’s fifth overall for the 
day moved him up to fourth in the 
series standings behind Hannah, 
Stackable and Burgett. e

CALIFORNIA CITY, CA, FEB 14-15, 
This year’s Calico enduro provided 
quite a challenging and exciting 
weekend for racers. The cold and 
windy weather wasn’t enough to 
stop most people, as witnessed by the 
1,200 rider turnout, and many more 
spectators. 

About 300 riders participated in 
Saturday’s Beginner and Powder Puff 
race. The course was fairly easy, there 








were no dangerous hills, and the set 
times were reasonable. Riders 
encountered one hazard about seven 
miles from the finish line where the 
markers had been torn down. Some 
riders continued straight, instead of 
turning where they were supposed to, 
and found themselves at the beginning 
of the course starting all over again. 
Once the riders corrected their mistake, 
they rode the last few peaceful miles to 
the finish on a dirt road. 

About 900 riders participated in the 
two-loop race on Sunday. The first loop 
covered much of Saturday’s course, but 
the speeds had increased, and there was 
a new section of tight, narrow sand 
washes. 

The second loop was quite different; 
no more dirt road straightaways and 
rolling hills. Instead, riders spent the 
next 30 miles riding down three foot 
wide canyons, up rocky washes and 
from one mountain peak to another. 
The hills were often dangerous and hard 
to climb, many of them were covered 
with shale. The downgrades weren’t 
much better. One lasted for five miles 
and led the riders into a sand wash. At 
one point the riders thought they were 
almost home because they could see 
camp from atop a small hill, but how 
wrong they were. The hill led down into 
a treacherous rock wash, but from the 
end of the wash it was only a few miles 
to the finish and a soft spot to rest their 
bones.

Elsinore MX track

ELSINORE, CAL., FEB. 15 

The California Racing Club host- 
ed a point run at the new Elsinore 
motocross circuit but not too 
many came; some no doubt opt- 
ing for the Soboba Grand Prix. Those 
who did had a grand old time. 

The course is all natural terrain and if 
you're not going up, you're going down, 
or sideways, or leaping over a superb 
jump that gets you as high and crossed 
up as you want, safely. There were also 
two natural water hazards to add to the 
fun, wet enough to be enjoyable but not 
bike destroying. 

Jerry McNeal gently but firmly led 
the riders meeting — 'No, we won't go 
with two 20 minute motos, we 
advertised three 15s and that’s it” and “If 
you touch that rubber band on the start 
then we'll just have to turn you around 
backwards." They all heeded the 
warning and no one had to be turned 
around for getting antsy on the start. 

Holiday Honda jerseys were much in 
evidence in the 125 classes, and wearing 





one was 125 Expert winner Louis 
Darling — who in the second moto 
almost bought it in the first water hole 
trying to jump it clean. Rick Kehoe 
(Yam) turned in a darn good ride for a 
second, while first round Rod Brand 
called attention to himself as he flew 
with feet off the footpegs at times 
trying to catch up to the pack he missed 
at the start. They had half a lap lead on 
him. 

Jerry Little (Yam) looked like the 
125 Novice winner, with two firsts, but 
dropped to sixth in the third round for 
a third overall. Curt Jensen (C-A) took 
first overall with a third, a second and a 
first, while Honda rider Larry Bolin was 
always right in there with two seconds 
and a third. 


Stylish Johanna Stenerson (Yam) led 
the women home with no contest. Sue 
Fish was plagued with an ill-shifting 
Yammie which finally destroyed any 
chance she had at really challenging 
Stenerson by chucking its chain in the 
last moto. 

Just before the second combined 250 
Amateur/Expert moto, track owner 
Tom Fortune suggested some track 
maintenance but the troops talked him 
out of it; the track held up beautifully 
and had been prepared for days before 
the event. That class really went flying 
over the jump and Tim Welke (Suz) led 
them home with three straight wins. 
Right behind, Mark Cook, Fred Griego, 
Eric Jensen and first Amateur Mark 
Hood settled for different finishing 
positions in each round. 

Unfortunately there were only three 
Open Experts and two Amateurs so 
they had opportunities to play. Chuck 
Pettigrew had ignition and shock 
troubles but that didn't deter him one 
bit in banzaing over the jump. He got 
two thirds and a first; Tom Bice (Suz 





took two seconds and a third, but it was 
Paul Thede's two firsts and a second on 
his C-Z that won. Greg Humber (Mai) 
was first Amateur. 

The 250 and Open Novices ran 
together and the difference in bike sizes 
didn’t show too much, although the 
Open class appeared to be a bit more 
cautious. Richard Hernandez (Suz) took 
home first Novice, with a second and 
two firsts, and the Open Novice winner 
was Hulon Morrow (Suz), with three 
firsts. 

All riders took their trophies home 
with them, the name plates to be mailed 
when engraved. Several riders said they 
thought the track was “neat” although 
some had trouble finding it since they 
had never been there for a TT. e 


Rubly wrecks Pro 


classes at Irwindale

IRWINDALE, CAL., FEB. 13 

Bill Rubly (FMF) chalked up his 
third straight 500 Pro win under 
the lights at Irwindale. He scored 
victories in the first two motos 
and coasted to a second in the final 
five-lapper. Rubly battled with Luke 
Messer (Mai) in the first moto but held 
off the veteran rider on the last lap. 
Jumpin’ Joe Johnston (Suz), returning 
to Irwindale after a couple of weeks 
layoff, had to settle for the third 
position. 

The track was super muddy and the 
usually bullet-quick starting chute into 
the first turn had to be detoured 
because of the ruts which had developed 


in the tight switch-back. The riders were 
re-located to **Bert's Jump” for the start 
and that’s where Rubly really shows his 
stuff. The Maico-mounted rider again 
shot to the lead in the second moto and 
Messer suffered a tough break when the 
seat fell off his machine 20 yards from 
the starting line. Rubly then easily took 
the win with Will Harper (Mai) and Dan 
Barnes (Mai) rounding out the top 
three. 

In the final go Johnston grabbed the 
early margin over Barnes and Rubly. 
Rubly stayed close in second for the 
overall. 

In the 250 Pro class, Rubly’s 
performance .was again unbeatable. Bill 
took the opening two rounds and 
coasted to a third in the last moto for 
the easy overall. Number two spot went 
to Maico-mounted Dave Carlson and the 
current CMC point leader, Val Tamietti 
(Mai), was left with third. 

Even 125 Pros Bruce McDougal and 
Charlie Bower couldn’t hold off the two 
youngsters who are virtually unbeatable 
at Irwindale, Gary Denton (Hon) and 
David Taylor (Hon). In the first moto, 
Taylor took the lead and seemed to 
have the race in his hip pocket, but he 
slid out in the switch-back turn. Denton 
slipped into the top spot and Taylor was 
a disappointed second after the first 
round. Denton produced a holeshot in 
the second go and Taylor tried hard to 
close the gap. Again David took the 
“Avis” position with young Scot 
Clifton, aboard a T & M Honda, third. 

In the final round, Denton only had 
to finish second to win the overall. 
Taylor took the lead and Gary settled 
for second, but first overall, with 
Eddie Clark third.

style of cinematography are in 
store for another chapter in the 
Englishman’s prolific career as the 


purveyor of motorcycling to the 
enthusiast and non-enthusiast 
masses. 

Starr will soon premiere his 


fifth half hour television special in just 
over two years. The film, entitled The 
All American Race, is a chronicle of five 
races on the 1975 AMA Grand National 
Championship circuit — The Peoria TT, 
Indy mile, Syracuse mile, Toledo half 
mile and San Jose mile — and centers on 
Gary Scott’s successful quest for the 
championship along with the lives of the 
Harley Wrecking Crew both on and off 
the track. The cast of characters (an apt 
term when applied to some of the antics 
recorded that will, no doubt, end up on 
the cutting room floor) includes Scott, 
Corky Keener, Rex Beauchamp, Mert 
Lawwill, Jay Springsteen and a host of 
others. 

The idea behind the film, aside from 
the obvious one of an in depth look at 
racing and racers, is oriented toward the 
bicentennial. “Being an Englishman I 
wanted to make a film on the two 
hundredth anniversary of America that 
showed a part of Americana. In 
motorcycle racing the only true 
American event is flat track; everything 
else that American racers compete in 
originated somewhere else. The idea is 
simple. You take an All American 
motorcycle (Harley-Davidson) in All 
American competition being ridden by 
All American racers and, in the end, 
produce an All American champion.” 


For those of you who may be 
unfamiliar with the Peter Starr approach 
to filming motorcycling, his first film 
captured the strain of competition in 


an ISDT qualifying event at the Bad 
Rock Two Days. In turn that was 
followed by a close up of the Ontario 
Champion Spark Plug Classic road race, 
a glimpse of motocross superstar-to-be 
Marty Smith, and his most recent effort, 
a portrait of 500cc motocross World 
Champion Roger DeCoster. Each film, 
says one of the cameramen who has 
been associated with Peter since the first 
film is better than the last in terms of 
growing technical expertise and insight 
into the subject. 

Starr, for his part, would like to do 
each of his past films. over again. 
"Everytime I've done a film I've learned 
so much more about the subject that, 
given a second chance and a larger 
budget, I’m sure we could do an even 
better job. (Perfection in everything he 
does is one of Starr’s main traits.) Films 
are very expensive. The helicopter that 
we used for segments in the Bad Rock 
Two Day film cost $2,000 a day. For 
this film we transported a camera crew 
of five around the country with over 30 
cases of equipment and various other 
items. Logistics constitute a good 
portion of the budget, film and 
processing constitute another large hunk 
and when you add in all the other costs, 
both real and unforseen, you have a 
very expensive proposition." 

It was a viewing of Bruce Brown's 
classic film, On Any Sunday, that gave 
Starr the urge to get back into 
motorcycling after he had, by his own 
admission, “been out of touch for 
awhile." Bikes and racing have been in 
Peter's blood since his days as a factory 
rider for Triumph in the arduous Coupe 
d'Endurance events like the 24 Hours of 
Barcelona, the 6 hours of LeMans and 


the Thruxton 500. It was in effect this 
touch with the ‘‘grass roots of 
motorcycling," the feeling that he could 
capture and portray the real excitement 
of competition and his feeling for 
getting inside (“You must dig into the 
riders emotions.") the rider that lured 
him back into the scene. 

Prior to this entrance into full time 
filming, Starr worked at a variety of 
positions in the entertainment industry 
including a tenure as a television disc 
jockey on a Canadian Broadcasting 
Company station which opened his eyes 
to the opportunities intelevision. That 
job led to a venture on another 
television station doing film 
documentaries which included one on 
the 1967 Monterey Pop Festival. From 
there it was into the music industry and 
a stint as a record producer. 

Film making, like other creative 
professions, requires that the person 
become involved in what he is doing. 
Peter Starr, if possible, is involved 
110%. 

Almost everyone at one time or 
another has harbored the desire to 
somehow be in the movies. Sorry, but 
we can’t get you into films or even get 
you a free ticket. What we can do is 
take you behind the scenes for a short 
glimpse of just what goes into making a 
film. Roll 'em. 

“Hey Peter,” yelled Corky Keener as 
he was donning his leathers, "does Rex 
have to win today’s filming too?" It was 
10:30 Monday morning, the day after 
the San Jose mile National, and 
Keener’s verbal jab broke up Starr, 
Jeremy Lepard and another cameraman 
as they sifted and sorted through 30 
cases of equipment that was neatly 
arranged prior to the days shooting. 
What Corky was slyly referring to was 
Rex’s National win the day before. “I 
just wanted to get everything straight, 
y'know." 

The day had been set aside for the 
filming of the special effects portion of 
the footage with Gary, Rex, Corky, 
Mert and Jay ready to put on a show for 
the cameras. By the time an hour had 
passed a small crowd, mostly those 
people assigned to the clean-up crew at 
the fairgrounds, had gathered to watch. 
It was hot and even hotter in leathers, 
yet nobody seemed to mind since it was 
also a fun day, something like having 


your very own track to practice and 
show off on. 

San Jose was the first time since he 
began the present project that Peter had 
had enough spare time to take a few 
minutes to talk and even then he was 
still planning and looking ahead. 

“Editing is where the real story telling 
begins. Right now I’m gathering 
information; putting my arms around 
everything and bringing it together. The 
real work begins when we view the 
entire footage. From there it's select 
what's really relevant, what's pretty, 
what's exciting and what's different; in 
all about 40 minutes of raw film to 
begin with. After that we begin to piece 
it together like a jigsaw puzzle to get it 
down to the 23 minute finished 
product.” 

Starr had just condensed the entire 
concept of making a film into the 
absolute basics while consulting his 
notes and directing the location for the 
next series of camera shots. In his 
world, that of the independent film 
maker, you learn to give your undivided 
attention to three or four jobs at once. 

“It gets to the point, when you're in 
the final stages of editing, that you say 
to yourself ‘There just isn’t anymore 
that I can cut out.’ yet you know that 
you must somehow remove 30 seconds 
more. It comes down to literally 
splitting hairs because you end up 
cutting out individual frames (24 frames 
of film per second); one or two here and 
another one there. You finally get it 
done.” 

The importance of exactly 23 minutes 
of film-no more, no less-is that the 
remaining seven minutes of time in a 30 
minute production are scheduled for 
commercials and that, whether we like 
it or not, pays the freight. 

The film shot for the All American 
Race comprises approximately ten 
hours of raw footage or enough to string 
around your favorite mile race track 
over three times. Contrast that to the 
finished product which is 840 feet in 
length or roughly half the distance 
around a quarter mile short track and 
you will immediately see the job of 
editing is no easy matter. ''What's 
worse," says Peter, "is that I'm an 
enthusiast." Since editing is the real 
meat of the project Starr has his own 
personal editing equipment although the

camera and sound equipment used in 
the filming is entirely rented which is 
less expensive and thus more practical. 

It is not uncommon for him to spend 
nearly 100 hours on the editor shaping 
the finished product from the raw state 
to the polished conclusion. It is also 
necessary to spend a good number of 
hours synchronizing the sound effects 
and the music to the film along with 
the narration. Starr does the majority if 
not all of the above himself including 
the writing of the script. 

After about an hours preparation 
everything is ready for the initial 
shooting and Keener and Beauchamp go 
out with Springsteen who is to follow 
them and get some racing footage. Three 
laps into the show Corky’s engine 
suffers a massive internal hemmorage; a 
fact which causes him to mumble 
something about luck which certainly 
must have been with him during his 
fourth place ride the day before in the 
National. Later in the day Lawwill's 
engine goes crunch, but other than that 
the day progresses as planned and brings 
out the *'actor" in everyone concerned. 

"What we are doing today is filming 
that can't be done during a race for 
obvious reasons. We've got some special 
effects shots lined up to give the viewer 
the true feeling of competition. We'll be 
using a camera mounted on the rear 
fender of one bike with riders following, 
a knee mounted camera to give an 
almost ground level effect, a helmet 
camera to give the viewer a chance to 
see what the rider sees and various other 
special shots to add to the overall 
footage. We're also going to be using a 
miniature microphone which is attached 
near the lower lip allowing the rider, in 
this case Gary Scott, a chance to 
verbally relate what is happening on the 
track at the very moment it is 
happening. This is only the second time 
this technique has been used. The first 
time was on the Bonneville Salt Flats 
when CBS Sports Spectacular was 
filming Don Vesco's land speed record 
try. They got him describing his 200 
mph crash." 

The day progressed easily with only 
one small incident. A group shot of the 
riders exiting turn four was being done 
with the group encouraged to make it 
look tight and exciting. Jay Springsteen 
made the act a little more exciting than 
planned when he did an easy slide out 
(at about 80 mph) hanging onto the 
bike and smiling all the way as he slid 
past the camera location. 

This was to be the last day of action 
filming with only a little bit of 
interviewing and some homelife shots at 
Mert Lawwill's to come. A portion of 
footage of Gary on a road racer was also 
shot later. 

With the filming completed, the group 
adjourned to a nearby steakhouse for 
internal fortification with the usual 
bench race banter intermingling with 
“please pass the biscuits.” 

Peter’s parting words on film making, 
and success were succinct and to the

Roeseler does it 
again: This time 
it’s Soboba

SAN JACINTO, CAL., FEB. 15 

Once again the weather gods 
smiled kindly upon the Soboba 
M.C. for their sixth annual Soboba 
Indian Grand Prix: The rainy 
week prior to the race left the 
course with traction up the 
wahzoo, and just enough water, 
mud, canyons, ridges, hills, rocks, 
and fire roads were thrown in to make 
things interesting. 

The race consisted of five 25 mile 
loops run on the Soboba Indian 
Reservation and surrounding U.S. 
Forestry fire roads. The race, however, 
almost ended before it began, thanks to 
the Sierra Club, spelled B.L.M. It seems 
the original race course crossed two or 
three miles of public land, unbeknowst 
to the Soboba M.C. Part of the 
Reservation is checkerboarded with 
public land, and the boundaries are 
vague. The public land to be used for 
the race course consisted of existing 
roads and trails, and had been used by 
the Soboba M.C. for the past five years 
with no problems whatsoever. This year, 
though, the “S.C.” BLM informed the 
Soboba M.C., six days before their 
scheduled GP, that a permit was 
required 90 days prior to the race date, 
and therefore this small piece of public 
land could not be used. The Soboba 
M.C. accepted the challenge and 
re-routed the course (this re-routing was 
still taking place the morning of the 
race). The irony of the situation is that 
the re-route by necessity had to cut 
through nearly 10 miles of virgin 
territory imstead of the original three 
miles of existing roads and trails. The 
resulting erosion potential is 
tremendous compared to the original 
lay-out. The BLM-Sierra Club street 
fighting tactics backfired, and the 
incredible bureaucratic red-tape 
meddling caused infinitely more harm

than good. The race was run anyway, 
Sierra Club: are you listening? 

The riders were started five to a row 
every 20 seconds. The 147 Experts 
started first, followed by 90 Amateurs, 
45 Old Timers, and 160 Novices. 
Halfway through the first lap Malcolm 
Smith (360 Hus) held the lead, hotly 
pursued by the other front row starters 
Jim Fishback (400 Yam), Bob 
Ballentine (400 KTM), A.C. Bakken 
(360 Hus) and Dave Aldana (400 Yam). 
Mitch Mayes (360 Hus), still recovering 
from a serious shoulder injury and 
vowing he was going to "take it easy" 
this race, had made up a 60 second 
deficit from a fourth row start and was 
right on Aldana's tail. Malcolm did a 
spectacular endo for the fans a mile 
from the scoring tower, and before he 
could recover, Ballentine flashed by for 
the lead. This gave a first lap tally of 
Ballentine, Malcolm, Bakken, Fishback, 
Mitch A-Mayes-ing, and Aldana. 

Somewhere on the second lap 
Ballentine fouled a plug and lost five 
minutes getting re-started. Malcolm 
re-took the lead and got into a heavy 
dice with Bakken, who eventually snuck 
by. Larry Roeseler (250 Hus) and 
Morgan Malocco (400 Yam) were 
haulin’ freight through the pack to 
make the competition of the second lap 
read Bakken, Smith, Mayes, Roeseler, 
Aldana, and Malocco. Also charging 
through the pack and gaining time were 
smilin’ Rick Lee (400 Yam), Bill 
Conroy (400 KTM), Lars Larsson (400 
KTM), Dallas Baker (Mot), Ballentine, 
and Doug Grant (350 Bul). Poor Jim 
Fishback managed to run out of gas on 
the course and had to scrounge enough 
gas from a spectator’s V.W. to get him 
back to the pits. He was never in 
contention for the lead after that. 

Bakken stretched out a good size lead 
into the third lap after Malcolm went on 
his head again (‘that one hurt; I landed 
on my face”), but A.C. met his fate 
shortly thereafter when he collided with 
two incredibly stupid idiots riding 


backwards on the course on one bike, 
causing his throttle to stick wide open 
and blow his motor into the next 
county. In the meantime, Roeseler was 
doing some serious racin’ and after the 
third lap, the order was Malcolm, 
Mayes, Roeseler, Aldana, Malocco and

Conroy. Mayes really was out just to 
have a good time, because on the third 
lap as he passed me, haulin’ the mail on 
the fireroad and setting up for a corner, 
he took his hand off the throttle and 
slapped me on the back and waved. Not 
bad, Mitch! 

There was no stopping Roeseler on 
this day though. After the fourth lap he 
had taken over the lead with Malcolm 
second, then Mayes, Aldana, Malocco 
and Conroy, and that’s the way they 
stayed throughout the final lap and into 
the finish. Roeseler’s Husky ran 
flawlessly, and his only mishap of the 
day was when he had to get on the 
binders hard, narrowly missing a woman 
spectator who wandered across the 
track on an 80 mph road section. 
Spectators have got to learn to stay off 
the race course! Post entrant Bob 
Rutten (125 Hod) put in a remarkable 
performance by starting 147th and 
being the 20th bike to take the 








checkered. It seems Bob is destined to 
only finish races longer than 100 miles! 


On the distaff side, Dawn Grant (175 
Hus) finished first Expert Woman after 
being hotly pursued by Wild Cherry 
Stockton (125 Bul) and Lorie Watson 
(250 Suz). Cherry’s dice with Dawn 
ended with a crash, and Lorie, who was 
determined to take the win, fell back 
late in the race when she lost a 
masterlink. She was able to make 
repairs, thanks to another sidelined 
rider, and managed a second, with Wild 
Cherry coming in for third. 

Tom Lamar (250 Hus) led the 
Amateurs wire to wire and showed a 
very high placing overall. Gary Mays 
(360 Hus) and Charles Beck (360 Hus) 
were right in there for second and third, 
but at the finish it was Wayne Martin 
(250 Hus) taking over for second. 

First Old Timer to take the checkered 
was none other than Jim Fishback, Sr.

(400 Yam), with Robert Gabbert (250 
Suz), who came all the way from 
Sacramento to run this race, in for 
second. 

There were many fast Novices this 
year, but none made more than four 
laps. The first lap Novice leader by a 
large. margin was 16 year old Darryl 
Lumbattis (125 Hon), but one and 
one-half laps was his destiny. The 
second lap Novice leader was Dan Ward 

250 Bul), followed by Dave Phillips 
250 Bul) and Lee Cole (500 Yam). A 
lot of dicing went on in the Novice 
ranks, as again the order changed on the 
third lap, with Ronald Richey (250 
Hus) taking over, followed by Randy 
Coulter (125 Yam) and Jim Owens (250 
Yam). At the finish it was Richey, Tom 
Watson (250 Hus) and Phillips. 

Nine Novice women started this race, 
with Debbie Duncan (250 Suz) winning 
by a 60 second margin over M. 
Thunderpussy (125 Yam). Mickey 
McDonald (250 Suz) came in for third. 

Nearly everyone I talked to after the 
race loved the course. It was challenging 
enough for the Experts without being 
overly difficult for Novices. The course 
changed terrain constantly and never on 
one type of ground for too long. The 
only potential hazard loomed darkly at 
the water-mud crossing, but the quick 
thinking and tireless efforts of the 
course workers prevented any 
bottlenecks by guiding the riders 
through the worst sections, and 
re-routing the course when the going got 
sticky. Hats off to them! 

Most of the riders went home happy 
and full of good times, and perhaps, 
with much luck and hard work, there 
will be a Soboba Indian Grand Prix 
again next year...Got that, Sierra 2 : s

With the introduction of a 
four-speed automatic transmission 
dirt bike, Husqvarna has entered a 
new phase of motorcycling, one 





that’s perhaps as significant as the 
advent of long travel suspension. 
The fact that a comparatively 
small Swedish dirt bike company 
beat the big Japanese corporations to 
the punch is totally amazing, especially 
when the simplicity of Husky’s design is 
compared to the complicated fluid 
torque converter type designs found on 
Japanese drawing boards. 

Most of the credit for Husky’s

automatic goes to one of their 
engineers, a tall lanky Swede named 
Lars Eric, who pioneered the design a 
number of years back and continued 
with its development as kind of a pet 
project. The first working prototype of 
the automatic was a 250cc 3-speed 
which was debuted at the American 
ISDT in 1973. That first bike worked 
well, but needed another gear and more 
power to upgrade its performance. The 
next prototype step produced the 
four-speed gearbox and a 360cc top 
end. Over the following two years, Lars 
Eric continued to develop the machine 
while riding it to wins each year in 
Sweden’s tough two-day winter enduro. 
While Husky is the first manufacturer 
to introduce a true automatic 
transmission bike, Rokon must be given 
credit for their variable drive machine 
which has been available for two years 
now. Rokon uses a 340cc Sachs 
snowmobile engine with a variable belt 
drive torque converter form of 
transmission. The Rokon’s biggest 
advantage is that its drive ratio varies to 
suit traction, engine speed and 
acceleration to form the “ideal” 
automatic drive. The bike falls short, 
though, in that the powerplant was 
never specifically designed for 
motorcycle use and that the too heavy 
frame was never known for its handling 
abilities. 

Husqvarna’s 360 WR Automatic is 
already an acknowledged performer. 
The frame and suspension components 
are from the existing GP models, used 
also on the 1976 WR six-speed manual 
transmission Huskys. The 360cc reed 
valved powerplant is also identical to 
that in the 366 GF and WR bikes. Other 
than the four-speed automatic gearbox 
and an additional two pound increase in 
weight from the aluminum (rather than 
magnesium) engine cases, the Automatic 
is just like all other Huskys. Dick 
Burleson has already won a number 
enduros and hare scrambles with the 
Automatic, and will use it this year to 
defend his National 
Championship. 

How it works so you don’t 

Essentially, the Husky Automatic 
sports a four-speed gearbox with each 
gear having its own centrifugal clutch. A 
centrifugal clutch is a very simple device 
which looks like brake shoes in a brake 
drum. The “brake shoes” spin around 
on a shaft, and as RPM increases, the 
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clutch begins to engage, the bike begins 
to move. 

From a stopped position at 18-1900 
RPM, a freewheeling device disengages 
and the first gear clutch engages 
smoothly. As speed of the bike picks up 
and engine RPM reaches a limit, the 
second gear clutch will open up and 
engage second gear, and so on. The 
transmission downshifts in the same 
manner, according to engine RPM and 
speed of the bike. 

The Automatic is potentially more 
reliable than a standard transmission 
bike, because there is no shifting 
mechanism and all four gears remain 
constantly in mesh. There are no 
engaging dogs on the gears and they 
don’t slide back and forth on the shafts. 
Each gear has its own freewheeling 
device to let the next gear take over the 
driving chores when the next gear’s 
layshaft begins turning at a higher 
speed. The diagram will show you how 
the Automatic's main parts are 
arranged. You'll notice that the layshaft 
is made up of a number of shafts 
(dashed lines) running inside of each 
other to connect their respective gears 
to clutches. This requires a lot of 
expensive machine work and accounts 
for most of the Automatic's high $2495 
price tag. The low production volume, 
some 700 units for 1976, also 
contributes to the price. It hardly 
matters, though, because indications are 
that Husky will sell every one of them. 

Because it has more internal rotating 
mass than a standard transmission, the 
Automatic works best with a slower 
reving big bore engine like the 360 
where the difference in rotating mass 
can't be noticed. If anything, the 
Automatic gets more ferocious traction 
because of this than its brothers. Also, 
the Automatic will upshift and put 
more torque to the rear wheel if there is 
too much wheel spin on acceleration. Its 
tenacity for traction is the logical reason 
for the Automatic being offered in 
enduro WR form initially. Rumors exist 
that the Automatic will put the hurt on 
its six-speed GP brother, but in reality it 
will lose a bike length or two in a 
starting line type drag race. Out on a 
track full of turns, jumps, hills during 
the course of a 45-minute moto, it 
could be an entirely different story. 

Husqvarna plans to race a few CR 
versions of the Automatic in European 
International events this season, and if 
the bikes perform well enough they 
could appear on the Grand Prix circuit

next year. No doubt, a number of the 
WR Automatics will find their way to 
motocross tracks this year and would 
prove highly competitive with the right 
riders on board. 

Look Ma, no shifts! 

Located up on the handlebar of the 
Automatic is a cable operated lever used 
to disengage a gear for starting. It allows 
the engine to be revved up without the 
bike taking off. Once you're ready to

go, release the lever, making sure that 
the engine is at idle speed when you do 
it. If the engine is turning over too fast, 
the gear could be damaged. Once the 
engine speed hits 18-1900 RPM with the 
idle lever out, the bike will begin 
moving. It's a weird feeling at first, not 
having a clutch or shift lever. 


It only takes a few minutes to get use 
to the Automatic, letting the bike 
upshift or downshift by itself like it has 
some kind of magical brain. . .always in 
the right gear when you turn the 
throttle on out of a turn. . lug up a 
steep hill from a dead stop at the 
bottom. . .snapping up the front wheel 
to clear a ditch or log. The four-speed 
Wide Ratio gearbox is ideally suited to 
the 360's broad powerband and the bike 
responds instantly to the throttle to do 
anything that you want. Want the back 
end to slide out around this turn? Easy, 
just slide up on the tank and punch the 
throttle like you normally would. 
Wheelies? Sure, just slide back off the 
tank a little. 

When you shut off the throttle to 
slow for a turn or to stop, at speeds 
under about 35 miles an hour the engine 
begins to freewheel. .no engine 
braking. The effect seems very 
unsettling to some people who claim it 
to be a real disadvantage on downhills. 
In almost all instances though, 
freewheeling is a distinct advantage in 
that the bike will stop much quicker 
because the brakes don't have to slow 
the engine's rotational momentum as 
well The fact that the Automatic 
doesn't have to be downshifted is an 
additional advantage. To find out how 
well freewheeling works when braking, 
first try stopping a conventional 
transmission bike with the clutch 
engaged, then with the clutch lever 
pulled in. The difference will amaze 
you. 

On steep downhill sections, a certain 
amount of skill needs to be developed 
for dragging the rear brake effectively 
without allowing it to lock up. The fact 
that the Automatic can stop faster than 
any other dirt bike, especially with the 
excellent Husky brakes, certainly offsets 
any disadvantage it would suffer in 
acceleration against — the 360 GP. 

The more we rode the Automatic, the 


more we liked it, and the more we felt it 
could out perform any conventional 
transmission bike. When a rider doesn't 
have to think about shifting his bike, be 
it in the tight woods or on a track, he 
can channel more of his concentration 
on riding faster. 

And guess what else is new 

You've probably read enough tests on 
the GP Huskys to know how they 
handle if you haven't ridden one 
yourself. The 1976 Wk bikes now 
feature the same cantilever frames and 
other components as the GP bikes. With 
the exception that they have the larger 
three gallon fuel tank and a full width 
hub front brake which will accept a 
speedometer drive. 

Improvements on all the 1976 Huskvs 
include new lower end rod bearings to 
take care of bearing problems the CRs 
had last year. Chain guides are the new 
twin roller type. The steering head 
bearings are much heftier and won't 
loosen up. Front fork travel has been 
increased from 7to 7 1/2 inches of 
travel by leaving out the topout springs 
and modifying the dampening rods so 
they provide a hydraulic topout action. 


On the Automatic, maintenance will 
be a breeze if it ever becomes necessary. 
The sides of the engine cases can be 
removed with the engine in the frame of 
the bike, and the entire automatic 
transmission assembly can be replaced 
in ten minutes time. The Automatic 
requires a very special transmission 
fluid, not oil, that you'll have to buy 
from your Husky dealer. 

Where's it al! going? 

The Husky Automatic is very 
definitely the dirt bike of the future. 
The trend of long travel suspension is 
nearing its limits (no pun intended) and 
emphasis will now be shifting (or not 
shifting as the case may be) to putting 
more usable power to the ground. 
Husky's Automatic accomplishes this 
without absorbing any more power than 
a standard transmission. It's an easier 
motorcycle to ride fast, or slow, over 
any type of terrain. In another year it 
will probably be the bike to own on 
Grand Prix circuit, but this year it will 
be the bike to own on the National 
Enduro circuit. Just keep an eye on 
Dick Burleson. e

LOS PADRES NATIONAL FOREST, 
CAL., FEB. 15 

Years ago the Hi Mountain En- 
duro, sponsored by the Cal Poly 
Penguins (a student club), was one 
of California’s premier enduros. 
Well over 1000 riders would try to 
make the 500 rider limit. How- 
ever, in the last couple of years, 
the enduro has fallen upon some 
hard times. There are a number of 
reasons for the decline, land closures 
being a major factor. Last year’s run was 
just over 80 miles with a lot of repeat 
mileage. Entries were down to 250 
riders and the enduro was in dire danger 
of dying out. 

This year, with the cooperation of 
the local Forest Service and many of the 
local land owners, the Penguins laid out 
a nice long 130 mile enduro. Some trails 
were repeated but many trails which 
haven’t been used in years were opened 
up for the enduro. 

Friday night it rained and the club 
was jittery; too much rain and the 
enduro might be cancelled. God must be 
an enduro rider however, as the rain 
subsided and left the trails with no dust, 
minimum mud and primo traction. It 
was an enduro rider’s dream. Hills which 
would have been a bitch dry were just 
absolute fun tacky. 

First riders left at 7 a.m. in the 
snappy cold, four to a minute. The 
Penguins told all who showed up for the 
6:30 a.m. riders meeting to be sure and 
follow red arrows on the first loop, 
green on the second. Many riders were 
apparently still in bed, as getting lost 
became the thing to do. The first and 
second loops ran together for 
approximately 16 miles begore splitting. 
A number of riders decided to try the 
second loop instead of finishing the 
first. The arrows were there; the riders 
weren’t paying enough attention. 

The averages on the 42-mile loop 
were high enough to keep you boogying 
right along. It was extremely difficult to 
make up time if you fell behind for any 
reason. The terrain wasn’t terribly hard 
and at times afforded some spectacular 
scenery of the surrounding area. 

Did I forget to mention the five mile 
check? Or should I say the 4.7 mile 
check. Most riders came up very short 
on mileage at the speedometer check 
and then found the error wasn’t as 
much on the rest of the loop. Most 
riders felt the speedometer check was 
mislocated. Made things interesting, 
though. 

After a mandatory 30 minute break 
(which meant if you came into the 
lunch stop late, you had to leave on the 
second loop the same amount of time 
late) the riders headed out onto the long 
second loop which included an 
emergency gas stop. This time out, 
people were ready for the course, 
splitting. Averages were a little slower in 
comparison to the first lcop, allowing 
for relaxed riding and enjoying the 
countryside. The Penguins had 
designated two parts of the loop as 
mandatory maintaining of the average as 
the course passed through hard-to-obtain 
private property. It was agreed that if 
permission was to be granted to use the 
land, speeds would be held down to 
avoid disturbing the owners. Good idea 
and good public relations. At one point 
after a free section and a mandatory 
slow section, the course came out near 
the Pozo Saloon. With ten minutes to 
spare, many of the riders took the time 
to buy a soft drink and candy and chat 
with the owner. The saloon was out of 
the past complete with authentic bar 
and a genuine pot belly stove keeping 
things warm and toasty. Next year the 
Penguins should have a layover at the 
Saloon and make it official. 
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Some folks had all the traction they could handle . . . 





After a ten minute gas stop, riders 
who left early were surprised to find a 
check just one half mile down the trail. 
The check was originally supposed to be 
a secret check but the club was unaware 
when they plotted it in of the AMA 
rule which reads something like this: No 
checks closer than two miles going in, 
and three miles going out. They made it 
an observation check instead but wasted 
some needed manpower on a lack of 
rules knowledge. 

The second loop got up into the pine 
trees at (you guessed it) Pine Mountain 
and after 100 miles or so, wandered 
over around Black Mountain which 
contained the new trails. The ridge 
running was really fun. Up one hill and 
down another. Some ruts were giving 
riders fits but generally the trails were just 
fun. Coming down one mountain, the 
brush kept getting thicker and thicker 
until a sign warned of two foot 
clearance. They weren't kidding! The 
brush was so thick you couldn't see 
anything, just crash your way down. At 
18 MPH it was tough. Sure enough, 
there was a check waiting. That check 
was the best of the enduro in many 
riders’ opinions. (Missed it by four 
seconds. Arhhhhg.) 

Finally it was less than five miles to 
go and the race was on for home. I had 
the pleasure of riding with Bruce Powell 





of San Jose, riding his Champion frame 
XL-410 while I was on my XL-350. We 
were really cooking when we looked 
ahead just a short distance from the 
finish and there was a big crowd 
gathered at the top of a choppy rocky 
uphill. Now that’s all one needs is 
spectators to get his blood pumping. 
Two right hands put two throttles to 
the stops and up that hill we flew. We 
were both determined to hit the top 
first and neither would give an inch. At 
the top the course turned right and so 
did we, in unison. A drag race to the 
finish and Bruce’s 410 had a slight 
advantage as we pulled in laughing. We 
had enjoyed ourselves fully, which is 
what it’s all about. EI

Argyll Park 
mudocross marred 


by fatal accident

When the rains finally came to 
Northern California, Dixon’s clay 
type soil became treacherously 
slippery. The motocross track at 
Argyll Park, with tons of sand and rice 
hulls plowed in, was in far better 
condition than the surrounding pit, 
parking and spectator areas, but was 
none-the-less muddy. The mud may or 
may not have contributed to cause the 
crash in which Rich Allred was injured. 
He died that night in a Vallejo hospital, 
of head injuries. 

The fatal crash occurred in the 
morning during the all Novice portion 
of the split program. Most of the 
Experts and Intermediates, arriving after 
noon were unaware of the serious 
accident that had happened earlier, and 
went about their racing as usual. 

Ron Knarr (Yam) took the lead in 
the first 125 Expert moto on the second 
lap when Danny *Magoo" Chandler 
(KTM) slid out and went down. Knarr 
looked good and held his lead 
throughout the race. Mike Preston 
(Yam) missed the start. He joined the 
race at the back of the pack a lap down. 

The second moto found Preston on 
the line and ready to make it all up. 





Cometta got the holeshot, but Preston 
took over in the second lap, followed by 
Knarr, who had had a bad start but 
wasted no time in moving up to second. 
He couldn’t catch Preston. Cometta 
took third and Wood fourth. Overall 
points gave Knarr top cash with 
Cometta second and Wood third. 

Mark Hilton (Suz) was first off the 
line in the 250 Expert first moto with 
Pat Richter (KTM) right behind him and 
closing fast.

The South Bay modified CZ can be 
built from any model from 125 to 400 
and any year from 1970 on. Our test 
bike ran a stock engine, except for the 
center port exhaust, but reed-valved 
and breathed on versions are available. 
Horsepower means cubic dollars. The 
beauty of the modifications are that 
they work and are aesthetically 
appealing. The project starts by throw- 
ing out the fenders, number plates, 
carburetor, pipe, shocks, swing arm, 
rear sub-frame, lower front frame, in- 
take manifold, ignition, handgrips 

and old paint. 

The old industry standard, CZ, is 
not dead. Take it out of your garage, 
or pick one up in the want ads for a 
meager price and South Bay can up- 
date it into an ultimately reliable play- 
bike or race machine. The fact that you 
can roll any old clapped-out Sleaz-ee 
into a shop and blast out on a blue 
frame, center port, cantilever shocked 
sanitary CZ for a reasonable price is 
moto-frying. 





With the dawning of the 
industrial age modern man 
coined a new language to 
explain the happenings of an 
organized and mechanized 
society. One of those terms 
was ‘The penalty of taking 
the lead," which in plain 
English means that he who 
leads now loses later. 


In the world of racing motorcycles the Czechoslovakian 
CZ brand was the leader in developing lightweight 
two-stroke motocross bikes. They have been so 
successful that more motocross championships had been 
earned on CZs than any other brand, until the present 
Japanese domination. CZ was the first, CZ was the best, 
but CZ is the last to catch up to the suspension 
revolution. 

Miraculously the small Eastern European country 
produces the complete unit, every piece from tires to 
tools is manufactured with Czecho materials. Remember 
how long it took the efficient Japanese to change from 
rubber footpegs and  waffle grips, well in the 
bureaucratic tangles of red tape Czechoslovakia the same 
delays have come about in suspension. To bring about 
the simplest modification in a CZ means approval from 
lower Commissar to upper Commissar, because the 
Chay-Zed is not just a motorcycle; it is a national status 
symbol. The ‘Penalty of taking the lead" in motocross 
machinery is a reluctance to re-tool, re-design, or 
re-organize. The Czech Motor Cycle Works has 40 years 
of motorcycle manufacturing history and it was their 
proven design that allowed them to enter the 
competitive world of motocross 14 years ago and rise to 
the top. But since their hey day of the late sixties and 
early seventies their sales have plummeted to the 
bottom. While time may stand still in Prague it moves on 
in America and that movement is now measured in terms 
of rear wheel travel. 

In the interim CZ released the Falta Replica, designed 
from Jaroslav Falta’s almost World Championship 
winning machine, but its acceptance has been poor. The 
Falta replica came with alloy rims, lightweight ignition 
and air/oil shocks moved forward on the swingarm. It 
was not enough for a fickled buying public that had seen 
monoshocks, cantilevers, laydowns, rear forks, torsion 
bars and numerous indescribable suspension apparatus. 
The Falta Replica was too little too late and throwing in 
plastic fenders didn’t help. 

No, it remains for the enterprising American market 
place to breed its own CZ with a European heritage. This 
combination of socialist-capitalist oneness is found in 
the immaculate workshop of South Bay Motorcycles in 
Redondo Beach, California. Czech Joe Kubicek runs 
South Bay and is more than aware of the problems 
associated with the CZ brand, yet knows that the 
reliability (indestructability), broad power band, low 
cost, and good handling make the CZ an excellent buy. 

Any CZ from 1970 to 1975 can be made into a 
competitive racing machine or easy riding play bike 
under the skilled hands of Joe Kubicek. In the 
disposable machinery era of modern motocross taking 
a six year old motorcycle or even a six month old 
motorcycle and making it not only competitive, but eye 
appealing is almost unheard of. Until now. The gang 
down at South Bay took a 1974 250 CZ red framer box 
stock out of the crate and for a total price of less than 
$1,295 turned it into a better machine than the 
expensive Falta Replica. 

The frame 

The old red frame single down-tube unit is stripped 
clean and placed in jigs, exact copies of the works center 
port jigs at the factory, and the cutting begins. When the 
grinding stops all that remains is the backbone and the 
rear engine cradle. With high quality chrome-moly and 
razor edged welding the frame is rebuilt to accommodate 
the new exhaust port location and long travel 
suspension. The rear frame loop is raised an inch and 
one-half for more fender clearance. Upper shock mounts 
are positioned on the totally new rear sub-frame and the 
newer model tubular swing arm is bolted on. A coat of 
deep blue paint caresses the new center port/cantilever 
frame and the new suspension components are bolted 
on. The rear takes a set of gas Girlings with 110 pound 
springs, while the front forks are disassembled and the 
damper holes modified to improve the feel. For 
increased travel an air fork modification will yield a 
bumper crop of movement. CZ’s own strong hubs and 
good brakes are bracketed inbetween the front and rear 
pivots with Akront rims and Barum tires. 


As the 250 CZ sits, less its engine, it is strikingly 


simple and effective. The rear end modification, done 
with workmanship par excellence, provides a full eight 
and one-half inches of controlled travel. Gone forever 
will be the infamous CZ hop thanks to the beefier swing 
arm, increased frame rigidity, and long travel. The 
stocker front forks with damping mods provide only six 
inches of travel. A Terry Industries fork kit gave us 
seven, while air forks on a companion’s CZ are plunging 
a full eight inches. 

The engine 

The 250 CZ mill has a reputation for being rugged, 
reliable and torquey (read slow). Most CZs running 
today have never had a top-end job unless they are over 
two years old. The power is like a thermostat; you just 
dial it on from low to high. The major modification to 
our engine was moving the exhaust port from the right 
side of the cylinder to the center. This would seem to be 
a useless exercise if all that it garnered was a cleaner 
looking profile, but the repositioned exhaust port frees 
up the scavenging and circulation of the burnt and 
excess gases. A more efficient exhaust means a more 
efficient intake and reciprocating system. The result is a 
horsepower increase in the neighborhood of two to three 
hp. 
With the center port exhaust releasing the gases South 
Bay turns to an improved JOK intake manifold and 
34mm Mikuni carb to get the gas in. The Mikuni on the 
South Bay CZ comes with a small white nylon dial on 
the float bowl that controls an adjustable mainjet. 
Unlike the earlier adjustable main jets this one is 
manufacturered by Mikuni and was tested on 
snowmobiles. It allows jetting to be altered in steps of 
ten jet sizes within one revolution. 

The engine with its Mikuni carb replacing the Czecho 
Jikov bolts neatly into the modified frame and is 
mounted even more securely, on stronger motor mounts, 
than stock. An impressively tucked in and superbly 
crafted down-pipe is slip fit into the new exhaust port. 
The pipe runs parallel to the frame tubes in a well 
protected location before exiting on the left side behind 
the footpeg and arching upward at a 45 degree angle. 
The pipe is silenced moderately, but the bark is quite 
loud. 

The handling 

Maybe it is romancing back to the good old days, but 
there is nothing like a CZ. Off the line nine times out of 
ten, or ten times out of ten, one of the hyper-potent 
Japanese machines will beat you to the first turn. 

But the race isn’t won in the first turn, it is won at the 
finish line and between those two points the CZ has 
qualities that rank it above its Japanese competitors in 
many areas. The power delivery on the CZ is smooth. So 
smooth in fact that raking the gear shift lever isn’t 
necessary and for every two shifts of a monoshock or 
RM the CZ only needs one. The five speed trans allows 
you to pick a cornering gear, keep the throttle on and 
come out on the gas, while the more abrupt delivery of 
the Oriental Expresses results in a lot of wheel spin. 

Through the rough stuff the CZ tracks straight. The 
new gas Girling rear end soaks up eight and one-half 
inches worth of terrain in a steady and predictable 
manner. The extremely light spring rate (110 Ibs.) 
probably would have to be upgraded to around 135 lbs. 
for heavier riders, or after the swing arm and shock 
mounts get sloppy from wear. The limiting factor of the 
rear suspension is the front. The front of our bike only 
had six inches of travel and because of this the rider 
took more jolts than necessary. Fork travel can be 
gained in many ways, but we preferred the fine line 
cornering of standard CZ geometry. Many times long 
travel forks so radically change the geometry of the 
front end that a former handler becomes a wash-out 
specialist. For serious racing in the Expert ranks changes 
would be necessary, but for the playbike rider and 
Sunday fun racer the bikes is right within its limitation. 

We trailrode the bike and we raced it. We mistreated it 
and we under-maintenanced it. We ran the same plug for 
four races and cleaned the air cleaner haphazardly. We 
crashed it and we won a little gold on it, but it never 
failed to start, run clean, give us a good time or protect 
us when we got in too deep. This is the bike for the 
budget racer, the man who races for the sheer joy of 
racing or the guy/gal who wants a sweet handling 
hit-it-with-a-car-wash and gas-it-up machine.

for '76 

Schedules are in from the San Francisco 
and Los Angeles chapters of California's 
American Federation of Motorcyclists. 
But don’t load up for an AFM race this 
year if you don’t have your 1976 
license! No one will be allowed to apply 
for a license on race day and race that 
same day. If you don’t already have a 
1976 AFM license application, write to: 
AFM License Committee, c/o Virginia 
Aldrich, 631 Caldwell Rd., Oakland, CA 
94611. License fee is up to $16 this 
year, but no AMA membership is 
required. 

For '76, two production classes will 
have new displacement limits — 400cc 
Production and 550cc Production. After 
lots of debate, the club has decided to 
allow slick tires front and rear on 
"producers." With still more debate, 
they decided to allow alloy wheels on 
the front end only of 750cc and Open 
Production bikes, but only in races 
lasting more than an hour (got that?). 





Otherwise, if you've got an incurable 
desire to run alloy wheels, buy a bike 
that has them as standard equipment. 

Money! So far, AFM/North has set a 
$2000 guaranteed purse (divided 
between Prod. & GP) “Golden Gate 
Challenge” two day at Sears; while the

Two 
strokes may run up one class in addition 
to their own for points, four strokes 
may run down one class additional for 
points.

& a loook at some trick new Marzocchi & Ceriani forks

If there has been one area in the 
sport of off-road motorcycling 
that John Penton has neglected 


over the 


motocross. Uncle John (the title 
the gang up at Penton Imports 
gave to their warm-hearted boss) 
will be the first to admit to you 
that his soul belongs to enduros 
and the ISDT. Times change, though, 
and perhaps Uncle John is mellowing a 
little. 

A sure sign of his changing outlook 
toward MX occurred at the recent 
Penton Dealers’ Show when Uncle John 
introduced a brand new lineup of 
Penton/KTM motocross bikes. These 
were no half enduro/half motocross 
bikes, but real get-it-on genuine racers. . 
.the same kind of bikes that KTM 
campaigned on the Grand Prix circuit 
last year, and for 1976 will sponsor 
Willie Bauer and Jaak Van Velthoven 
with in the 500cc Grands Prix. 

The new Penton/KTM motocross 
bikes will be available in three 
displacement sizes: 125cc, 250cc and 
400cc (355cc, actually). The 125cc 
KTM powerplant has only been around 
a few months now, but in the hands of 
riders like Carl Cranke it's already 
proving itself in events like the Baja 
1000. The 250cc and 400cc powerplants 
have more than established an 
astonishing reputation for power and 
reliability, with Guennady Moiseev 
winning the 250cc World Championship 
in 1974 and our American Six Days 
Team using them to dominate in 
Two-Day Trials. 


Other than the engines and wheel. 


assemblies, the Penton/KTM 











past years, it has been 


motocrossers are all new. A new 
lightweight cantilever frame brings 
weight on the 125cc down to 202 
pounds and the 250/400cc machines to 
220 pounds. You’ll never have to worry 
about the frame breaking, because in 
true KTM fashion there are more 
supporting gussets than on the Brooklyn 
Bridge. There is a new side-mounted 
airbox which breathes from under the 
seat. The seat and rear fender are all one 
lightweight unit. The silenced exhaust 
pipe snakes through the frame, well out 
of harm’s way. 

The transmissions are six-speeds, but 
they have had one gear on the shifting 
drum pinned off so they function as 
five-speeds. To get that sixth gear back 
in case you’d like to do double duty 
with the motocrosser as a woods or hare 
scrambles bike, the shifting drum can 
easily be unpinned. 

Perhaps the most notable innovation 
on the new Penton/KTM motocrossers 
is the suspension system, which offers 
close to nine inches of travel, front and 
rear, and is the most sophisticated 
package of suspension components ever 
offered on a production bike. 

The rear suspension uses Marzocchi 
pneumatic shocks in a well engineeered 
frame design. The cantilevered | rear 
shocks are positioned so that for the 
first thirty percent of travel they offer a 
fairly soft constant rate. After that first 
30 percent, the suspension gets 
progressively harder. When the 
suspension is fully compressed and all 
components are working under 











maximum load, the rear axle shaft, top 
shock mounts and steering head are 
situated in-line to distribute the force 
most effectively throughout the frame. 

The Marzocchi pneumatic shocks, 
designed three years ago for basically 
standard suspension systems and 120 
pound maximum spring rates, haven't 
had a very good reliability record when 
used with heavier springs or laydown 
suspension systems. Hi-Point 
Accessories will have newer model 
Marzocchi shocks available for sale and 
as standard equipment on the 
Penton/KTMs. These new shocks will 
have thicker 12mm shafts, floating 
eyelet bushings and larger diameter 
cylinders. Designed specifically for 
laydown suspension, there should be no 
problems with the new units. 

It's what's up front that counts 

What really catch your eye on the new 
Penton/KTM motocross bikes are the 
leading axle magnesium Ceriani front 
forks. The fact that they perform even 
better than they look can easily be 
proven by the number of factory teams 
who plan to use them on the works 
bikes this season. Besides coming as 
standard equipment on the 
Penton/KTM motocrossers, Uncle John 
will be selling these forks as bolt-on 
items to fit other brand bikes as well. 

In addition to these new Ceriani forks, 
Hi-Point Accessories is also selling the 
new Marzocchi in-line and leading axle 
forks in either aluminum or 
magnesium. It’s the leading axle 
magnesium Marzocchi forks that Jim 
Pomeroy used on his factory Bultaco 


front 


during the 1975 Grand Prix and 
Trans-AMA season and that Kent 
Howerton had on his works 360cc 


Husky for the last five events of the 
Trans-AMA. 

The new Ceriani and Marzocchi front 
forks offer a degree of damping 
sophistication presently unavailable in 
any other production forks. They 
probably don’t equal the $3,000 
Kayaba forks on the works Suzukis, but 
for less than a tenth the price they’re 
certainly a much better deal. Besides 











being the most advanced forks you can 
get, their increased wheel travel makes 
them the ideal choice for updating your 


own bike to the latest 


suspension ideas. 


The right set of forks for the 
right job 

Carl Cranke, perpetual ISDT Gold 
Medalist and Two-Day Trials star, was 
on hand to give advice and to tear down 
a set of the Ceriani and Marzocchi 
leading axle forks to show us what they 
looked like inside. 

Probably the first thing to consider if 
you know you want better forks on 
your.bike is whether to get leading axle 
or in-line axle type. Leading axle forks 
offer increased front wheel travel 
without raising the front end of the bike 
to adverselv affect geometry and 
handling. Because of this, the leading 
axle Marzocchi and Ceriani forks offer 
1/2 inch to 1 inch more travel than their 
in-line axle counterparts. Internally, 
both models of the Marzocchi and 
Ceriani forks have the same working 
parts, so action is pretty much the same. 

If you’re an enduro or woods rider 
who doesn’t think long travel forks are a 
good idea, don’t overlook the fact that 
this year’s motocross bike usually ends 
up as next year’s enduro bike with just 
the addition of lights and a bigger fuel 
tank. The only possible hindrance in 
using leading axle forks on a woods 
bike, is that the fork tubes, positioned 
more closely to the steering stem, may 
reduce the bike’s turning radius by 
hitting on the fuel tank. 

The Ceriani in-line axle forks are only 
available in aluminum, with the leading 
axle versions only available in 
magnesium. Marzocchi offers a wider 
choice with both the in-line and leading 
axle forks available in aluminum and 
magnesium. Both metals offer 
approximately the same strength, so the 
deciding factor has to be whether you’re 
a good enough rider that the slight 
weight difference is worth the extra cost 
for magnesium.

rundown of just what is available, 
specifications, and approximate prices. 
Because new models of forks were just 
arriving from Italy at the time of this 
article, retail prices may vary by a few 
dollars. All fork assemblies come 
complete with triple clamps and steering 
stems, For some bikes, like the 250cc 
Honda Elsinore, you can order the 
in-line Marzocchi forks and use your old 
triple clamps to save about $30. The 
Marzocchi triple clams are substantially 
lighter and stronger than stock clamps, 
though. All leading axle forks come 
complete with triple clamps and steering 
stems. Forks are in stock for all major 
Japanese and European bikes. 


Marzocchi 

A major manufacturer of hydraulic 
pumps and components in Italy, 
Marzocchi used to produce hydraulic 
motorcycle forks back in the 1940's and 
50's. The company lost interest in 
motorcycles for about fifteen years, 
then in 1970 young Andrew Marzocchi 
decided to get the family business back 
into making motorcycle suspensions. 
Now in full control of the business, 
Andrew Marzocchi is devoted to 
building the best suspension systems 
possible. 

In our tear down of the Marzocchi 
leading axle mag forks, we found the 
damping parts to be simpler than those 
of the Ceriani's, but the Marzocchi forks 
still offer a high degree of compression 
and rebound control through the use of 
floating washers. The fact that 
Marzocchi's washer system is simpler 
than Ceriani's precision drilled damping 
rings doesn't mean that one is better or 
worse than the other in action. 

The Marzocchi forks use a light 
aluminum damping rod with a nylon 
piston ring on the damping piston. The 
fork caps are vented with an internal 
ball and spring. The triple clamps are 
magnesium or aluminum, depending on 
which forks are ordered. Allen head 
bolts are used in assembly. Both seal 
wiper covers have steel clips to hold the 
front brake cable or speedometer drive. 
Lower slider tubes seem extremely 
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sturdy, with oil drain screws situated on 
the back of the tubes for easy draining. 
Ceriani 

The damping system in the Ceriani 
mag forks is well proven, having been 
used last year with the in-line axle 
Ceriani forks. The only change we could 
see is that the leading axle units now 
have a plastic piston ring on the 
damping rod piston. With its drilled 
washers, the Ceriani's damping system 
looks to be a little more sophisticated. 
Fork tube caps are vented with a ball and 
spring system. Triple clamps are also 
magnesium. 

One thing that impressed us with the 
Cerianis were the few extra touches of 
well thought out engineering and 
quality they exhibited. Unlike 
Marzocchi's aluminum damping rods, 
Ceriani makes their rods out of steel. 
They may be a few ounces heavier, but 
it's the damping rods which hold the 
forks together. Machine work was 
better, with no burrs or scraps left 
inside the parts. Each lower slider tube 
has two allen head pinch bolts for the 
front axle, four in all. The Marzocchis 
have only one. The fork seal wiper cover 
has a molded-in piece to hold the front 
brake cable. 

The Cerianis have a large cap which 
unscrews off the bottom of the slider 
tubes. We couldn't figure out why it was 
there, because there are no removable 
bushings in either model forks at this 
time. Carl suggested that with both 
ends of the slider tubes open, the forks 
could be honed inside to remove 
possible dents. More than likely it's for 
the removal of bushings if Ceriani 
someday feels the forks need bushings. 

Both the Marzocchi and the Ceriani 
forks use 35mm diameter fork tubes. 
The amount of fork travel listed on the 
chart includes top-out spring travel for 
both: 16mm on the Ceriani and 8mm on 
the Marzocchi.

ORV Programs for Nat'l. Forests 


By Philip C. Briggs 








Like a sleeping bear aroused by 
the first signs of spring, the Forest 
Service’s ORV program planning 
efforts have-come alive. Dormant 


since I wrote last (Cycle News, 
September 16, 1975) the planners 
are now flailing about, trying hard 
to meet a 1976 deadline—and we 


may just get trampled in the rush. 

Nearly a year ago, National Forests in 
Arizona appointed a Citizens ORV 
Panel to assist them in their efforts to 
designate areas of ORV use and non-use 
as mandated by Executive Order 11644. 
The initial, and nondefinitive meeting of 
the panel was held in April; the second, 
a field trip, was held in September. 
Written comments of the members (one 
biker, me, out of 25) were solicited 
after each meeting: 


The content of those comments is 
unknown, but the. Forest Service has 
noted that the panel recommended that 
the program should be on a statewide 
rather than an individual Forest basis, 
and that a comprehensive Environmental 
Analysis Report (EAR), would be 
prepared. The EAR (!) would identify 
the magnitude of impacts, public 
attitudes, alternatives and 
environmental consequences. Until just 
a couple of weeks ago, that’s the last 
most Panel members (let alone the 
general public) heard. 2 


New Year’s arrived, and with it a 
letter to the ORV-user members of the 
panel requesting data on: kinds and 
numbers of vehicles used on and 
off-road on National Forests; numbers 
of people involved; amount of use; 
kinds of roads and trails used; dollars 
invested in ORV recreation; growth 
potential; economic impact of ORV use 
on outlying. communities; etc. The 
material was to be turned in by 
mid-January, with the rough draft of 
these portions. of the EAR to be 
completed by January 31. A tall order, 
but these are very necessary data if the 
EAR is to fulfill its promises. 
Unfortunately most of this data can 
only be guessed at for Arizona. Worse 
yet, a Forest Service spokesman advised 
that we ORV users were their only data 
source! Besides the  inadequacy of 
relying on laymen for such vital data, 
and the insufficient time available to 
gather what little data are available, the 
whole idea sounds ever so much like 
posting the fox to guard the hen house! 
And I'm sure the non-ORV members of 
the panel (many of whom use vehicles 
in pursuit of their avocations) will freak 
when they find out about this 
arrangement. 


The Forest Service has been, in the 
interim, working to. collect resource 
data for use in the process; things like 


areas of sensitive soils; endangered 
specie habitat; wilderness and roadless 
area boundries; and research areas. Not 
being privy to all this I can't say yet 
what this portends, but there is lots of 
room for trouble from over-zealous soil 
scientists, wildlife biologists, and the 
like. The only thing I have heard does 
not bode well; a friend notes that on his 
district, 70% has been classed as having 
sensitive soils—the remainder is mostly 
solid rock mountain tops! 

In spite of promises from all levels of 
the Forest Service to keep most of the 
forests open, I’m getting _ worried. 
Adding up the clues, you get the feeling 
that they have very little concept of the 
demand for ORV experience, an 
over-sensitivity to potential adverse 
impacts — and neither the time or the 
desire to do the job right. Does that 
scare you? 

Does it scare you enough to motivate 
you. to do something? On March 4, 
1976, from. 1:00. to 9:00 p.m., all of 
Arizona Forests will join together to 
hold a one and only “Open House” at 
the Ramada Inn. East, 3801 East Van 
Buren in Phoenix to gather general 
public input. There will be maps of each 
Forest to facilitate discussion. They are 
looking for the public's views on their 
ORV. program, particularly what areas 
are used, by whom, and how much. It is 
important to all of us that our numbers 
and desires be made known. 

A lot of you, especially in outlying 
areas, will not be able to attend. In 
recognition of this, and the critical need 
to present this information to the 
Forest Service, Arizona's motorcycle 
dealers association has sent each dealer 
in the state a map of Arizona, a supply 
of rider questionnaires, and a request to 
post them in a prominent place. Go to 
your dealer and mark those Forest areas 
you ride in, and fill out a questionnaire. 
They'll be gathered up, and turned in 
that fateful afternoon. 

That's not your final shot, but it is 
your best. After all the information is 
compiled (from all groups, including 
these that want to close everything) it 
will be used to complete the draft EAR. 
This document, complete with maps 
Showing closed and open areas, roads, 
and trails, will be made available for 
public comment September 30. That 
will be your last chance, as the 
designations will be finalized December 
31, 1976. 

Last call. The complexion of ORV 
use has. changed enormously in 
California in the last couple of years due 
to land closures. It can happen here in 
Arizona. Get out and vote. 





Political lifeline 


For once, you 


At long last, 


the DOTties are 


asking for your opinion. We would 
not have believed it, either, except 


they said 
Advance Notice of Standards 
Revision published during January 
in the Federal Register (FR — V. 
41, No. 15, p. 3315-3316). 


What they say they want to do (but 
not necessarily what they mean) is to 
begin the formal process of revising 
their 18 basic safety standards 
established under the Highway Safety 
Act of 1966. In doing so, they’ve asked 
for comments from various other 
government agencies, non-governmental 
safety groups, and (finally) from the 
public. But the way they’ve asked is 
interesting and bears repeating. 

“Almost every American has 
experienced first-hand the problems 
which the NHTSA is attempting to 
combat with its highway safety program 
standards. Thus, each American in his 
own way is an expert on one or more 
facets of the program...” 

Gotcha! Whether they meant to or 
not, the bureaucrats have finally 
admitted in print that (for instance) 
motorcycle riders might know more 
about motorcycle safety than they do. 
Now what red-blooded American bikee 
could resist such an invitation? 

However, before giving them both 
barrels, know the ground rules. Written 
comments on highway safety programs 
should be addressed as follows:

The Standards 


What they’re asking for comment on 
are the original 18 highway safety 
program standards as published by DOT 
in the Code of Federal Regulations (a 
monster in its own right). What follows 
is a brief, and admittedly fragmentary 
rundown of some of them — the ones 
most pertinent to you as a rider. The 
comments and possible questions to ask 
our masters/servants (?) in Washington 
are meant to be thought-provoking 
rather than definitive. 


Standard 1: Periodic Motor Vehicle 
Inspection 
Purpose: To increase, through 


inspection, the likelihood that every 
vehicle...is properly equipped and is 
being maintained in reasonably safe 
working order. 

First question, of course, is does your 
state even have a periodic inspection 
program? If so, does it work, how is it 
administered, how likely is it that your 
state's program simply has degenerated 
into a graft-ridden mechanic’s benefit? 
Do you even want to be bothered with 
the hassle of periodically submitting 
your  bike/car/van/whatever to an 
inspector of dubious competence to 
judge whether it’s fit to use on the 
road? Are bikes even covered in your 
state, and if so, to what degree of 
relevance to reality? (As a side note, our 
Lame Camel once “passed” his bike 
through a Florida state inspection even 
though it had several missing spokes and 
a loose swingarm, just to prove a point.) 
Standard 3: Motorcycle Safety 


Purpose: To assure that motorcycles, 
motorcycle operators and their 


so themselves

passengers meet standards which 
contribute to safe operation... 

In this one, the specifics come after 
the preamble. The helmet issue has 
already been worked to death. What of 
motorcycle operator licensing or rider 
safety education? The fact is, that the 
DOTties still don’t know what they 
want, because they don’t know yet 
what works and what doesn’t. We might 
note here that there's considerable 
overlap in coverage between this 
standard and Standard 4 (Driver 
Education) and Standard 5 (Driver 
Licensing). Ironically, the Department 
says it wants every high school student 
to have the opportunity to enroll in a 
driver training course, but apparently 
they only mean a course in driving 
automobiles. It's not as blatant as 
discrimination by race or sex, but it's 
close. Think back on your own learning 
experiences, rider training (if you had 
any), and remember what (if anything 
special) you went through to get a 
motorcycle operator's license (if such a 
thing even exists in your state). Should 
give you food for thought. 


Standard 7: Traffic Courts 

Purpose: To provide prompt impartial 
adjudication of proceedings involving 
motor vehicle laws. 

Wide open for comment, huh? If, in 
fact, you feel that the traffic court 
system provides prompt, impartial 
separation of the driver from his money; 
without regard to impact on highway 
safety, by all means, get your opinion 
on the public record. 


Standard 10: Traffic Records 
Purpose: To assure that appropriate 
data on traffic accidents, drivers, motor 
vehicles, and roadways are available (for 
safety research). 

and... 


Standard 18: Accident Investigation and 
Reporting 

Purpose:...to establish a uniform, 
comprehensive motor vehicle traffic 
accident investigation program for 
gathering information...for use in 
planning, evaluating and furthering 
highway safety program goals. 

These two standards are included 
together because they are obviously 
related (overlapping, even) and because 
the system for investigating, reporting, 
and recording data on motorcycle 
accidents has been woefully inadequate, 
and still is. One reason the helmet 
debate has been so wide-open, pro and 
con, is that not enough states or 
jurisdictions have kept adequate 
accident records; not enough accident 
reports in the past have even mentioned 
whether or not the victim was wearing a 
helmet (or any other protective device), 
had rider training, or was properly 
licensed for a motorcycle. Few (if any) 
investigators are skilled enough to 
detect a helmet failure when they see it. 
The data base nationwide is so 
fragmentary that the best anyone can do 
is draw vague statistical inferences (like 
the one drawn in a 1970 Sacramento 
County study by the Insurance Institute 
for Highway Safety that “proves” rider 
education contributes to accidents — 
but that’s another story in itself... ). 

The whole situation — data base, 
investigation methods, reporting — is so 
bad that even the DOT has admitted it 














are the expert 


by contracting University of Southern 
California’s Dr. Harry Hurt to build a 
crack accident investigation team, 
investigate Los Angeles area bike 
accidents in parallel to the police, and 
eventually show the whole safety 
“establishment” how it should have 
been done. Until Dr. Hurt’s results are 
in (and that’s at least a year and a half 
away), it's safe to say that most “‘safety 
studies" done so far are products of a 
statistical jungle — in which anybody 
can prove anything, depending on how 
the data (itself faulty) is rigged.

We're not alone 

Not only are California off-roaders 
not alone with their problems, but 
things could be worse. Witness the 
following quotes from English 
trail/trials columnist Ralph Venables: 

“On December 21, a dozen idiots 
came over the open moors from 
Penistone. According to the Peak Park 
warden who saw them, they were riding 
scrambles machines with knobbly tires 
and inefficient silencers . . . 

“Few such morons understand the 
difference between footpaths, 
bridleways and byways and are too lazy 
to check... These are the folk whose 








behaviour is undermining the good work 
done by the Trail Riding Fellowship . . . 

“The authorities are inclined to lump 
all off road riding into one category.

Oh, if I were King... 


I finally figured out what’s wrong 
with us bikers. It came to me after 
I read John Huetter’s lament on 
how shut-out we are from the 


halls of power in Washington; on 
top of somebody else’s lament on 
how ineffective we’ve been in 
saving the desert for desert racers; 


on top of some dealer’s lament on how 
motocross is dying because there’s no 
place to ride in Greater L.A.; on top of 
a park operator’s lament on how useless 
it is to try to get a workable use permit 
out of his  county's  hidebound 
bureaucracy. You know what our 
problem is? Democracy! 

Yeah, we motorcyclists have to live 
with majority rule where the majority 
could care less about motorcycles. It’s 
disgusting. And since the majority is 
actually horrified by the responsibility 
of governing itself, it has abdicated 
pretty much the whole mess to 
bureaucrats, who in turn behave like 
ersatz kings in the name of the great 
nameless majority. So we go pleading to 
one set of bureaucrats for land to ride 
on, beg another set not to outlaw our 
motorcycles altogether, and snivel a lot. 

Now if we had a real King, we could 
quit sniveling and do something. Since 
the last real King perished in some 
damned revolution, most of us have 
forgotten how one operates; but I’ve 
been doing some historical research. 
Here’s the scoop. 

A real no-nonsense King would 
gather himself a well-disciplined, 
fanatically loyal army of bikers and 
march on the seat of power (providing 
he can find it) to declare his kingdom. 
Having done that, he would reward each 
of his loyal followers with a fiefdom of 
not less than 10,000 acres, complete 
with fiefs to do the work.
